Chauvin Will Visit 
Edgerton, May 24th 


Farmers' Sunday in Alberta will be 
June 15th this year. That day has 
been set apart under the auspices of 
the U.F.A. as a day for a general 
consideration of the relations between 
the organized farmers' movement and 
the churches. Ministers of the sev¬ 
eral denominations will be invited to 
preach sermons at a number of U.F.A. 
mass meetings, and in their own pul¬ 
pits will also speak of the aims and 
objects of the movement, showing 
how the church and the farm can help 
each other. A day of this kind has 
been named each year, and has prov¬ 
ed a popular feature of the church 
calenddar. 

President H. W. Wood, of the U.F. 
A. refers to the matter in his an¬ 
nual circular as follows; 

The church in the past has placed 
its emphasis on making individuals 
better. The U.F.A. is placing its em 
phasis between the two; or is there 
an impassible barrier between them? 
Does the church need a regenerated 
social system in which its individuals 
the higher laws of life? Does the 
U.F.A. need better individuals to build 
into its social system? 

“It is evident that we cannot seper- 
ate the individual from society, or so¬ 
ciety from the individual 

"The U.F.A. should make a close 
investigation of foundation principles 
and should be told by the church whe¬ 
ther or not Christian teachings offer 
any information that will be of as¬ 
sistance in social regeneration. The 
fight is on between democracy and 
autocracy, between God and mam¬ 
mon, and this fight is to the finish. 

“The U.F.A. and the church must 
both know exactly where they stand 
in this conflict Surely there will be 
many things to consider this U.F.A 
Sunda, and world conditions call for 
.the deepest, thought there is in. us.

Wild Lands Tax 

Act Amendments 

The exemption as to enclosed lands 
pasturing horses, cattle, or sheep for 
six months during the previous year 
has been extended by adding “or for 
a period of two months prior to July 
first of the year in which the tax is 
levied " and the exemption as to cul¬ 
tivated land is maded to include such 
cultivation done “prior to the first 
day of August of the year in which 
the tax is levied." This gives owners 
a chance to take advantage of spring 
pasturing and breaking. 

Hereafter the tax in municipal dis¬ 
tricts is to be levied, collected and 
enforced by municipal districts in 
manner similar to that employed in 
the collection of municipal taxes, and 
the district is to be paid five per cent 
commission on the amount actually 
collected and paidd to the Minister 
of Municipal affairs within ten days 
after the end of each month. 

In case of landds outside of a mu¬ 
nicipal (district the assessment and 
collection of wild land taxes shall be 
made by the Department of Munici- 
pal Affairs.

cosmopolitian city. Her first historian 
was Bonnivard, whom the Duke of 
Savoy long kept in prison in the Chil- 
lon dungeon in the canton of Vaud, 
though not so long as Lord Byron 
hnted. 'Geneva theology’ is Calvinist 
theology. But the modern Geneva 
can be classed as either Protestant 
or Catholic, since the canton has a 
majority of Catholics and the city a 
majority of Protestants. More than 
three-quarters of the people speak 
French. 

Brusels, on the other hand, is Rom¬ 
an Catholic city in so far as organ¬ 
ized religion goes. It was in a sense 
the refuge city of the Society of Jesus 
in 1914, when .the war broke out. 
But it is also alive with socialistic 
sentiment unfriendly to all religion, 
and that would have been a disadvant¬ 
age from the League’s point of view. 

We cannot help thinking that Gen¬ 
eva was wisely chosen. It is some¬ 
thing to be a part of one of the oldest 
of republics. It is something to be in 
a country of which the neutrality has 
long been guaranteed. And it is some¬ 
thing to stand for the spirit of the 
mountain heights from which Free¬ 
dom unfurled her standard to the air. 
If the Swiss are good hotelkeepers, so 
much the better for them, and so much 
the beter for the delegates who will 
be able, we are sure, to pay whatever 
prices may be charged for accommo¬ 
dations.

Old Dawson's lame back was rather 
a sore point with his wife and Mary 
Ann— possibly more so than in reality 
with the old man himself.

Strawberry Culture 


BY M. J. TINLINE B.S.A. 

Supt., Scott Experimental Farm. 

Strawberries of the hardiest var¬ 
ieties have thrived well on the Scott 
Experimental Station even last sea¬ 
son the Dakota variety produced a 
fair crop although the berries were 
smaller than usual. This particular 
variety is a selection madde at the 
Dakota Agricultural College. It pro¬ 
duces runners in more abundance 
^han most kinds. The friut is small 
compared with the best sorts but is 
of good flavor. This variety is recom¬ 
mended for northwestern Saskatche¬ 
wan for home gardens. 

Strawberry plants can be secured 
from any of the western nurseries 
and the present is a good time for 
setting out. The preparation o fthe 
soil should be started early in the 
season, summer-fallow or well worked 
garden land should be harrowed down 
and packed or floated until quite firm 
as the strawberry plants root near 
the surface of the ground and making 
the soid firm brings the moisture up 
to the root zone. 

In setting out, the matted rows sys¬ 
tem is the best to adopt. If the plants 
are put IS inches apart in t.he row the 
runners will soon fill the intervening

The great aim of quantity as the 
first essential, to the exclusion of qua¬ 
lity, has always apparently been the 
object of the department._ To dump 
the immigrant on the Quebec dock 
and then leave him to his own reflec¬ 
tions and devices, has been consider¬ 
ed the acme of humane treatment. 

To allow a government department 
of fhe first rank f such as immigration 
to be controlled in such a feshion as 
to be completely out of touch with 
the provincial executives, has appar¬ 
ently been regarded as the most ad¬ 


mirable and thorough method of 
dealing with an acute problem. 

One of the glaring defects in the pro- 
sent system, is the absence of links 
between Ottawa and the provincial 
legislatures;and also between the lat¬ 
ter and the village, town and city 
councils, together with the most im¬ 
portant unit of all, the rural munici¬ 
palities in the matter of immigra¬ 
tion. 

With a sub department of immi¬ 
gration, attached to the provincial 
executives, a chain would be esta¬ 
blished between Ottawa and the ru¬ 
ral councils. 

These latter exclusively composed 
of men entirely connected with the 
land, would constitute a source of 
office at Ottawa and therefore be a 
sheet anchor for the immigrant. 

Assuming such a scheme to be fea¬ 
sible, one of the first points to con¬ 
sider would be the establishment of 
a thorough plan of scientific publi¬ 
city- Liberal expenditure should be 
a marked feature_ The cost to be 
apportioned between the councils and 
the sub department, and the Otatwa 
central office. Care being observed 
that the Federal government carried 
the heaviest proportion. 

In this manner, in addition to the 
other reforms, it might be possible 
for many desirable localities, now 
shrouded in obscurity to emerge into 
the vitalizing lime light of extended 
public notice. 

In thus very briefly alluding to a 
subject that so closely touches in¬ 
dividual interests, as well as serious¬ 
ly affecting the future of the Middle 
West, we indulge in the hope that 
Mr Calder will succeed in ‘setting his 
house in order.’—Robert R. Jukes.
